Explosion Ends 
Gas Well Life 


A sudden-explosion and fire this 


morning ended the productive 
four-decade career of a Wetaskiwin 
gas well. 


Three men had just begun dis- 
mantling the well when an explo- 
sion of unkown origin occurred 

“A second later,” witnesses re- 
lated, “the well and the warehouse 
over it, were a mass of flames.” 

Only man injured was city em- 
ploye Albert Norman who suffered 
facial burns and singed hair. Bill 
Maddison and K. Pool, both em- 
ployed by the Hansen Pipe-Pulling 
Co., were uninjured. 

Tearing down operations at the 
well, which had been in preduction 
since 1912, began yesterday, after 
a recent decision by the city to 
abandon it. 

Originally used to power the 
Wetaskiwin light plant, the well 
in latter years was used to supply 
gas to the Driard hotel. 

Wetaskiwin fire-fighters described 
the quelling of the blaze as “one

For a Greater Stadium 


The request of the Eskimo Rugby 
Football Club for from 2,000 to 5,000 more 
seats in Clarke Stadium is reasonable and 
far-sighted, 

And when civic officials profess them- 
selves to be horrified at the request and to 
find the cost of the extension staggering, 
they are demonstrating exactly the same 
habits of mind that caused this city to, be 
unprepared for the sudden growth in 
population during the past five years 

In short, the type of thinking that re- 
coils in pained astonishment from a re- 
quest for 8,000 seats in the Stadium is ex- 
actly the type of thinking responsible for 
Edmonton's shortage of paved streets, 
water pipes and sewer lines 

The fact is that unless Edmonton pro- 
motes a football club in a big way, there is 
no use promoting a football club at all, 

No sport, if it is to become a real ad- 
vertisement for the city, can be operated 
on peanuts. 

And if the present seating capacity 
of the Stadium is not enlarged beyond the 
present 3,200, it will be impossible to se- 


cure sufficient revenue to operate the club 
without raising the individual admission 
charge high above the capacity of the 
little man to pay. 

If the Eskimo team is to be a success, 
if it is to be a real asset for Edmonton, 
it will have to have the support, not of a 
few hand-picked enthusiasts, but of the 
rank and file of Edmonton people. 

And if 8,000 of the common people 
cannot see these games, the club might 
just as well fold up right now. 

The formation of the Eskimo Football 
Club was an act of faith in this city in 
which the city should surely share. 

The city gets 15 per cent of the gate 
receipts as rent for the Stadium. Obvi- 
ously, then, the greater the seating 
capacity, the greater the city’s share of 
the revenue. 

At this stage of Edmonton's develop- 
ment, there is no place for hesitation and 
fear and grandmotherly caution over the 
encouragement in a big way of those pro- 
jects, sports and otherwise, which in a big 
way will help Edmonton. 


It’s What the Public Wants 


The vote of 400 dairy employees in the 
city on the six-day milk delivery service 
may be interesting and informative, but 
it misses the point. 


It misses the point because the con- 
tinuation or abolition of the six-day de- 
livery service should depend, not on the 


wish of the drivers nor on the wish of the 
dairies, but on the wish of the public 

And the public has spoken pretty em- 
phatically against the curtailed service. 

In early.March, Dr. G. M. Little, com- 
petent and alert medical health officer for 
Edmonton, warned of the danger of the 
six-day deliver) 

He pointed out that 35 per cent of the 
homes in Edmonton have absolutely no 
refrigeration and that unless a_ daily 
supply of milk were made available, the 
health of children and adults alike would 
be jeopardized 

In April, the Federation of Community 
Leagues, the Home and School Council 


and the Canadian ciation of Con- 
sumers protested aga the curtailed de- 
livery and demanded that the Board of 
Public Utilities Commissioners re-open the 


matter before July 31, the date upon which 


the delivery service was to come up for 
review. 

The Board, however, refused to ad- 
vance the date of the hearing and, pre- 


sumably, the present balloting by dairy 


employees is to afford evidence, of a sort, 
to be presented by proponents of the six- 
day system on July 31. 

It should be thoroughly understood 
that none of the persons who have pro- 
tested against the six-day delivery has any 
intention of inflicting a hardship on milk 
deliverymen. 

Indeed, it was on the fallacious plea 
that drivers of milk wagons were anxious 
for a Sunday holiday that some members 
of the public were induced to support the 
change in the first place. 

The notion was proved fallacious when 
milkmen themselves were the first to 
protest against the change. 

They protested because, being allowed 
a day's holiday every week in any event, 
the curtailed delivery added materially to 
the numbers of hours they had to work on 
Saturdays and sometimes on Mondays. 

Absolutely no labor issue, then, is in- 
volved in the demanded return to a seven- 
day delivery, except that in many cases 
the six-day system works a hardship on 
drivers, 

The vote, then, is of little significance 
because other factors than personal pref- 
erence may very easily enter into it. 

Moreover, the opinion to be consulted 
is that of the public. 

And the public in overwhelming num- 
bers has condemned the six-day delivery. 


Support for the Yellowhead Route 


We are glad to have received and pub- 
lished a letter from Mr. T. J. A. Walkedon, 
Progressive Conservative candidate in the 
Jasper-Edson constituency, in reply to our 
editorial request that all candidates in 
this district express an opinion on the 
Yellowhead Route of the Trans-Canada 
Highway.

Yet within a stone’s throw of 
the heart of Hamburg you can 
get visible proof of the fact 
that Germany not only will come 
back as a great industrial pro- 
ducer, but that Germany 
ready is coming back.

Please do not think I am mak- 
ing a mountain out of a mole- 
hill. I heard “right from the 
horse’s mouth” in Englend that 
the recent British Industries Ex- 
hibition was “a real flop.” The 
prospective buyers came from 
overseas. They came, they saw, 
but they did not buy. They went 
on to the continent, especially to 
Germany, and they found that 
in many lines the German pro- 
ducts had the British backed off 
the map for quality and price. 

Yesterday, near here, the Ger- 
mans opened the first big post- 
war fair held in the Western 
zones. Unlike the British, they 
showed automobiles and trucks 
along with the machinery. 

I don’t know much about ma- 
chinery, but I do know quite a 
lot about cars. It is my impres- 
sion that if the Germans were 
running their own country again 
they would be grabbing great 
chunks of the motorcar market 
which is now going to Britain. 

Yesterday, for instanee, they 
showed a new Mercedes car with 
a diese] engine—instead of ortho- 
dox gasoline-burning type. 


Docks Are 
Destroyed 


Now think back to the greatest 
blunder that the British commit- 
ted here in Germany after the 
recent made-in-Germany war. 


That was the deliberate destruc- 
tion of the Hamburg docking fa- 
cilities over a full year after the 
war was all over. 

Those were the days when the 
idea of making Germany into a 
“cow pasture” was still in the 
conscious or unconscious minds 
of the Allied statesmen. But the 
Germans smiled cynically then, 
for they knew that behind all 
governments stand business boss- 
es and that the bosses of British 
business wanted German docks 
destroyed for reasons with little 
to do with military security. 

Now the wheel has come a full 
cycle. The British and Americais 
are building up Germany as a 
counter-weight to Russian power 
But Germany cannot be so built 
up without creating for Britain 
the very kind of competitor that 
will make impossible fulfillment 
of the present British export 
targets.
